Here is nothing I have been more at- 
T tentive to, than my own fenfations 
in dreams, though I dream incefJantly. 
There are two or three odd phenomena in 
my dreaming, which I fhall beg leave to 
mention to you, and leave you to con- 
clude how much they make for or againit 
your hypothetis. 
Tamirequently troubled with frightful 
dreams, more efpecially when I he on 
wy left fide. When theie become very 
troublejome, I have in my fleep gained a 
kind of habit of reflecting how the cile 
ftands with me, and whether I be awake 
or afleep. This generally ends in a dif- 
covery of the truth of the cafe; and when 
I find it to be a dream, I then am ealy, 
aid my curiolity engages me, to fee how 
the fantattic fcene will end, with the 
fame kind of inditference, that the ipec- 
tator receives from a theatrical entertain- 
ment; but being al! along an actor in this 
farce, the reality of the reprefentation is 
perpetually obtruding itfelf upon me; fo 
when the fcene, as it often does, grows 
too troublefome to be borne, I can at anv 
time, by making a certain effort, which I 
canno way detcribe to you, awake mnyfelf. 
This, you will fay, is extraordinary; but 
not more io than the next circumftance. 

It has been faid by an ingenious wri- 
ter, that waking we all live: in one com- 
mon world, but on going to rett, each 
retires into a world of hisown. But I do 
not know whether this, or any other wri- 
tcr has obferved any thing like what hap- 
pens tome, that this world of our own 
is as conttant and regular, in many par- 
ticulars, as the common waking one. ‘To 
eyplain myfelf, Ihave rambled for twen- 
ty vears together in dreams, in one cer- 
tan country, through one certain road, 
and reficed in one certain country-houfe, 
quite different as to the whole fece of the 
country, and fituation of the place, from 
any thing I ever faw awake, and the 
icene quite unvaried: 

The third cafe will appear more furpri- 
fing, perhaps, than either of the forepo- 
inv. You have taken notice of that new 
ond ftrange confcioufnefs we have in 
Creams; i which a bachelor, far in- 
fance, fhall be confcious he has been 
Married ten or twenty years, and {hail 
recollect all the events of that period, 
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A corfcioulnels of this kind, T have fre- 
quently experienced. [ fuppote it to be 
very common; yet vou are the tirit i 
know of, who has publicly taken notice 
of it. But what bam going to tell vou, 
is infinitely more furprifing. have felt, 
as it were in dreams, a double identity. 
As thus, I have dreamed I was conver fing 
with another, and at the fume time wes 
very inguifitive and defirous to Know the 
fubject of the converfation, which leémed 
to be carefully kept from me. T was 
mentioning this odd circumitance one day 
to Mr Pope, and he told me, that his 
friend Gay, in the delirium of a fever, 
had fomething like the fame fenfation. 
He was quite aflured himfelf fhould re- 
cover, but he was under great apprehene 
fions concerning the fate of John Gay. 

Before I Jeave this fubjeét of dreams, I 
cannot forbear mentioning a flory told by 
Grotius, which I wonder you overlooked, 
being much for your purpofes it is 
the 4osth of the Epiflole extra ordizci, 
in Blezu’s edition of his letters. Salmuas 
fius told it him thus: One gnite igno- 
rant of Greek, came to Salmafius’s futher, 
and told him he had heard thefe words in 
a dream, "Amidi® ux or ppaivn Tv ony ALI 
{Get away! you finell not your deflruttion \ 
the found of which, on his awaking, he 
had wrote down in French charafers + 
which, underftanding nothing of, he 
brought to Salmafius, the father, one of 
the parliament of Paris. Underitanding 
the meaning of the words, the dreamer re- 
moved out of his houfe, wiich the next 
night fell down. This, as far as I can 
recolleét, is the fimple ftory, well attefled, 
that ftands quite free of a libertine eb- 
jection, that the prenotion was the effe:t 
of imapination; for here the intelligence 
was conveyed in a language not under- 
ftood by the dreamer. 

IT will add another: ‘* When Newarke 
was befieged by the Scotch army, in the 
grand rebellion, a filk-mereer im that 
place, dreamed that his houfe was knock- 
ed down by a bomb: he awaked, remo- 
ved, and in an hour after, a bomb did 
that execution.” The wonder, you ite, 
is not that arich tradefman in a town 
befieged, fhould dream of bombs; but 
that he fhould dream fo opportunely. 
However, the man thus preferved, to coim- 
memorate this mercy, left an annual do- 
nation to the poor, and a fermon to be 


preached on that day of the month for 4

hy the eet to? Ann. ch. 5. repealed ; but 
the other was excepted, and left fubfiiting. 
Rut a rebellion having happened in the 
vear 1715, and fome of the rebels having 
vade their efcape from hence, and gone 
nto the fervice of foreign powers, the 
lewith doftrine, of vifiting the fins of the 
tather upon the children [ix. 531.], fo 
* prevailed here, in 1731, that by the 
tid act 4° Geo. II. it was enacted, That 
nothing in the faid act 7° Ann. thould ex- 
tend to make any children born out of the

Phisclaule, however, was followed by an- 
ane in the fame aét, that had fome- 
thing mit of the true Chriffian doctrine, 
which teaches us not only to pardon, but 
lorejoice at the repentance and return 
tohisduty even of the criminal himtelf; 
for by the next following claufe it was en- 
ted, That if any child, whofe father, 
the time of the birth of fuch child, 
Shable to the penalties of high trea- 
" 7 or felony, or was im the fervice of a 
enenemy, (excepting the children 
‘thofe who went out. of Ireland in pur 
nee of the articles of Liinerick), had 
¢ intoG. Britain or Ireland, or any o- 
ther of the Britifh dessindows: and had 
ortinved to refide within the taid domi- 
ions for two vears, at any time between 
Nov. 16. 1708 end Mareh 25. 1731, and 
curing fuch refidence had protetied the 
otettant religion; or had come into G. 
Ce. and p rofetied the Proteitant 
and died within G. Britain, de.

fhould be deemed a natural-born fubject of 
the Britith crown. 

Thus, in the faid at 4° Geo. If. the 

Jewith doctrine was a little tempered bv 
the Chriftian; but in the at now under 
confideration there is nothing of any tuch 
temperament : The Jewith doctrine is e- 
ftabliihed in its full extent, with regard 
to all children who have the mistortune 
to have been born of natives who, at the 
time of the birth of fuch children, were 
liable to the penaities of treaton or felo- 
ny, or were in the fervice of any foreign 
enemy: they are for ever barred returne 
ing to what they m vay full think their na- 
tive country, or, as the Germans empha- 
tically call it, Fut herland, unlefs they 
be at the expence of obtaining an a& of 
naturalization ; and yet in this act the 
indulgence granted by the faid act 29% 
Geo. IH. in favour of foreigners feems to 
be very much extended; for by that act 
the number of foreign oricers terving in 
the American repiment isnot at any time 
to exceed fifty, nor is the number of fo- 
reign engineers ferving 1n America at any 
time toexceedtwenity; whereas by this act 
it 1s enacted, without any limitation, that 
all foreign Prote/tants, as well officers as 
foldiers, who fthall terve in the 
American repiment, or as engineers m A- 
merica, for the “mena iwo vears, fhall, 
upon qualifying themlelves, as preferibed 
by the aét, be deemed pataeads bern fub- 
jects of this kingdom. Whether the ge- 
neral words of this a¢tmay not be thought 
to abrogate the reftrictive claules in the o- 
ther, I thal] leave to our lawyers to de- 
termine; but it is certain, that by this 
act a foreipner may in two years become 
a natural-born fubject of this kingdom; 
wherecs by the faid act 13° Geo. Wea 
rcigner mutt live feven vears in America, 
without having ever been ablent from 
therce above two months at atime, be- 
fore he can become a natural-born fubjec 
of this kingdou. 

I fhall now give an account of a bill 
broughtin which had not the good fortune 
to pals. It was ordered by the Com. 
mons, Dec. 15.1761%, that leave fhould 
be given to bring in a bill to compel the 
owners of dogs to make /itisfaction for 
damages done by them, and to prevent 
the bad confequence arifing from mad and 
other milchievous dogs 3 and that Sir Jolin 
Glynne and! Mr Flugh Price {ould pre- 
pare and bring it in. Phe billwas pre- 
fented by the former of thele gentlemen 
the a1ft; and hb: Ele bis roveh the 
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vival forms, it was pefled on the 26th of 


February, and fent to the Lords, being 
now intitled, 4 dill to compel ie owners 
of doos to make fatistachion for ti 


thom, —— But the Lords did not 
pive their concurrence : though fome law 
teems to be necet! ary for pre venting the 
keeping of fuch a number of dogs as we 
and for giving latistaction to th 
perion injured by another perion’s dog. 
"Tis true, an auction may be brought a- 
paintt the owner of a dop that has done 
any camape, and the plamtiti will reco- 
ver dumages, if he can prove, not only the 
damage, but alfo that the owner was ape 
prifed of his doy’s being mad, or accuitom- 
ed to do (uch damage; which is a proof 
that can verv rarely be come at, anda 
pro of that does not feem to have been res 
quired by the Roma naw; tor if i was 
proved that the dog had a habit or cu- 
flumof coing mifchief, fuch as killing 
fheep or poultry, or attacking and biting 
children or pafengers, the law pretumed 
that the matter could not be ivnorant of 
mt, without requiing a proof of his having 
had exprets notice or knowledge of it; 
and as our common law is juitly faid to be 
common reaion, it is to be hoped that if 
the habit or cufom were fully proved, 
the jucpe would in this country direé, 
and the jury would bring in a verdict a. 
gainft the mafier, though there was no 
mafter’s knowing that his dog 
had juch a euttom or habit ; for it is hard- 
potlible to that a irafler can 
be ignorant of a habit or cuitom in his 
Gog, fit can be proved by a neiehbour 
or ilranger: but as our law-books ieem to 
upon the mafter’s knowleege asa 
foundation for this eétion, it weuld be 
proper to have this point determined by 
a new law ; for though the uncertainty of 
th e law be of pireat tery ice to our lawyers, 
itis of prec t prejudice to the reo; ‘le; and 
ore Ought cate lo ‘be 
vented as much os 
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hoped that care will be taken, at 

e iane time, contrive and eftablith 
forme nethed for the number 
gs now kept in this country, elpe- 
cially in our cit) Market-towns, 
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difeale which is not only infectious, byt 
of the mott terrible natuie to mankind, 
For this reaton, with regard to that of 
the matter’s being obliped to make poo 
anv damage done by his dog, a diflinctiog 
ouplt to be made between uleful and ue. 
leis dogs. A man who keeps only an we- 
ful dog, ought {till to be made liable to 
make good the damage done by his dog, 
it it can be proved that his dog had a he- 
bit of doing milchief ; but if an au 
keeps av ulcletz dog, or more uletful dogs 
than are neceflary, he ought to be made 
liable to make good the whole at leatt of 
the dainage done by any of his dogs, eve, 
though it cannot be proved that the dog 
had ever before done any fuch mitchier: 
for if there 1s a rifk to be run, it is much 
more reafonable that the mafter thou id run 
that rik, than that any of his netehbours 
fhould. As to the diltinction between 
ufeful ard uleleis dogs, it is not potlible 
to determine by flatute which {hall be 
deemed uleful and which ulelefs ; thisimut 
theretore be left to the juttice and good 
fenie of the judge and jury: but there are 
fome caies io plain that they could harcly 
be miftaken; confequently the ettablith- 
ing of this diftinetion would very much ¢i- 
minifh the number of our dogs. For ex: 
ample, {porting dogs can be ofno ule but 
in the country ; therefore they ought ne 
ver to be kept in town, unlels it be one 
only @ a houle-dog: And a beggar car 
have nooccafion for a houle dog ; : for it 
he has any thing to lofe, he ought ag to 
beg; and if he has nothing to lofe, 
cannot be in fear of

then ordered, that the faid refolutions be 

ade ftanding orders of the houle. Thefe 

two new orders will be of great conve- 

nience to all thole who may hereaiter 

have any private bufinefs before the houte, 

they will always prevent any (ur- 

fe; and though the private bufinefs 

funds as one of the orders of the day, yet 

the parties concerned may depart at two 

o'clock, with an aflurance that the bufi- 
nels will not come onthat day, unlets 
leave has been given the day before for that 

purpole.

peper, or other mark, of the fame, pro- 
vided fuch member be at prayers.” But 
the {uid two new refolutions, which had 
thus been made {tanding orders, being a- 
gain readon the 7th of April, it was 
then refolved, That the receiving peti- 
tions againit private bills depending be- 
fore the houle, is not comprehended with- 
inthe ftanding order of the 4th of De- 
cember latt, by which it was refolved, 
that no private bufineiS be entered upon 
cny day in the houle after two of the 
clock. 

A motion was made Dec. 11. by Mr 
Cooke, That an humble addreis be pre- 
tented to his Majeftv, that he would be 
gracioutly plealed to give directions, that 
there fhould be laid before that houfe, 
copies of all memorials delivered by 
Count de Fuentes to his Majetty’s mini- 
fers, relating to the demand of liberty to 
the Spanith nation to fifh on the banks of 
Newfoundland ; and alfo copies of all me- 
morials delivered, by the faid ambaflador 
el Spain, to his Majefty’s minifters, re- 
to the deftruction and evacuation 
aby ettablifhments made by Britith 
uojects on the coaft of Honduras, and 
relating to the right of cutting logwood 
tere; and copies of all memorials 
delivered, by Count de Fuentes, to his 
jefty’s minifters, demanding rettitution 
el the prizes tuken, during the then war, 
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on the fubjects of Spain; together with 
copies of the anfwers given by the court 
of G. Britain to the court of Spain on 
the three above demands. But, after a 
debate, the queftion being at lalt put 
upon this motion, it was carried in the 
negative. Had thele papers been laid be- 
fore the houie, we might perhaps have 
feen the reaion, why Mr Pitt was for de- 
manding a cateporical aniwer from the 
court of Spain by a lquadron, initead of 
demanding it by a minifter. * 
However, a great number of papers 
relating to our late ditputes with Spain, 
were, by his Majeity’s command, laid be- 
fore the houte Jun. 29.; and ordered to 
lie on the table, for the perufal of the 
members; but nove of them of an older 
date than M. Buily’s memorial relating to 
Spain, delivered by him to Mr Pitt, July 
23. [xxit. 576.]: and his Maje- 
fty having, durmg the recets of parlia- 
ment for the Chrittmas liolydays, decla- 
red war ag init Spain, on the 19th of Ja- 
nuary, being the day to which the par- 
hiament had adjourned, his Majeity came 
to the houle of Peers, and the Commons 
being fent for, he made a mott gracious 
fpeech from the throne [xxiv. 52.]. In 
aniwer to this {peeci: bothhoufes prefent- 
ed mott loyal addrefles, and to each his 
Majetty returned a moit gracious anfwer, 
which I do uot think it neceflary to in- 
fert, as nothing extraordinary happened 
upon the oceafion, and as the fubftance of 
the addrefles may be eafily conceived from 
the tenor of the {peech. 
A petition of the truftees of the Britifh 
Mutewn, being offered to be prefented to 
the houfe, March 10. the Lord Barring- 
ton flood up, and, by his Majefty’s com- 
mud, acquainted the houfe, that his Ma- 
jetty, having been informed of the con- 
tents of the faid petition, recommended it 
to the confideration of the houfe. The 
petition was then brought up and read. 
After a thort account of the e(tablifhment 
of that fociety by an act 26° Geo. II. it 
fet forth, That the truitees, in obedience 
to the faid act, did, with all convenient 
fpeed, purchale the colleétions therein 
mentioned, and provide Montague houle, 
as a proper repofitory for the fame, re- 
paired and furnithed it agreeable to the 
intent and meaning of the faid aé, and 
appoited a convenient number of offi- 
cers and fervants, for the cuftody and

ter lighted than thofe that are near it. If it be 
plsccd at a moderate height, the bencfit from it 
will be the more general; otherwife the parts 
of the town that are moft remote will be fal- 
ficiently lighted, while thoie that are near will 
receive litie or no benefit. M. le Fevre, at 
frit, propofed that his vetlels fhould be made of 
tia, and thst the ovtward extremities fhould be 
open, or covered with glafs only, to prevent the 
Itit’s being extinpuifhed by the winds; but as 
there appears no diihculty in getting glais veilels 
callin any form, and of a magnirude ient 
to anfiwer the purpofe, a more tran{parent kind 
of glais may be {> framed as to cover, like a 
head, the wideft extremity of the vefkl, 
and the body of it may be of a coarler jort, 
fuch asis uted by gardeners, @c, There aps 
pears no difficulty in contriving a way to put in 
the oil, without taking off the covering, which 
would jubjetthe lamp to frequent accidents.

“ Printing, by multiplying copies at 
will, affords to writers great opportunity 
of receiving inftruction from every quar- 
ter. The author of this treatife having 
always been of opinion, that the general 
tate is feldom wrong, was refolved from 
the hepinning to fubnit to it with entire 
refrnation: its fevereft dWfapprobation 
micht have incited him to do better, but 
never to complain. Finding now the 
judgment of the public to be favourable, 
ought he not to draw fatisfaction from it ? 
He wou'd be devoid of fenfidility were he 
not greatly fatistied Many criticifms 
have indeed reached his ear; but they 
are candid and benevolent, if not always 
jut. Gratitude therefore, had there 
been no other motive, mutt have rouvfed 
his utmott induttry to clear this edition 
from all the defeéts of the former, fo far 
as they were fuggetted by others, or dif- 
covered by himfelf. In a work contain- 
ing many particulars both new and ab 
ftrufe, it was difficult to exprefs every ar- 
ticle with fufficient per{picuity; and after 
all the pains beftowed, there remained 
certain pailages which are generally 
thought obfcure. The author, giving an 
attentive ear to every cenfure of this 
kind, has, in the prefent edition, re- 
newed his efforts to corre@ every fuch 
defect; and he would gladly hope that he 
has not been altogether unfuccef:ful. The 
truth is, that a writer, who mutt be pof-

It went throurh feveral edi- 
tions in a fhort time, and is pretty gene- 
rally knova However, as we gave no 
account of it formerly, further than by 
inferting the title on its firit publication 
[xv. 472.3, we fhall now give the heads 
of it, verbatim, which are called the M A- 
XI MS of Moderation, v2. 

All ecclefiattical perfons, of what. 
ever rank, whether principals of colleges, 
profeflors of divinity, minifters, or even 
probationers, that are fulpected of herety, 
are to be elteened men of great pantus, 
vatt learning, and uncommon worth; and 
are, by all means, to be fupported and 
protected. 

II. When any man is charged with 
loofe praétices, or tendencies to immora- 
litv, he is to be {creened and protected, 
as much as poffible ; elpecially ifthe faults 
laid to his charge be, as they are incom. 
parably well termed in a fermon, pteach- 
ed bv a hopeful youth, that made fome 
noife lately, wood humoured vices. 

It is aneceflary part of the cha 
racer of a moderate man, never to {peak 
of the Confellion of Faith but with a 
fneer; to give fly hints, that he does not 
thoroughly believe it; and to make the 
word ortiodoxy a term of contempt and 
reproach. 

IV. A good preacher muft not only 
have al! the above and fubfequent prin- 
ciples of moderation in him, as the fource 
of every thing that is good; but mutt, o- 
ver and above, have the following {pecial 
marks and figns of a talent for preaching. 
t. His fubjects muft be confined to focial 
duties.

happy purpofeinay not be deieated by the 
implicit credit given to fo heavy an accu- 
fation.”

** Very great ditticulties,” (fays the au- 
thor), ** prefent themfelves i in this branch 
of the babjedt. There are many things 
cemonttrably true, which it is dangerous 


io atiirm, at leaft in fome places. Upon 
the fi \ppofition, that the pres ailing party 
in this church is of the tpirit and dilpo- 
tion painted in the Ciraraderiftics, one 
would think, a man who fhould upbraid 
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June 1763. 
them vith their faultsin a direct manner, 
woul be ina forry fituation if ever they 
fhoul be hisjudges. The veritas conviti 
youl: do him very little fervice, or rather 
wouldon!y ferve to envenom their refent- 
ment. Have they been already fo enra- 
ged againtt me for a little pleafant raille- 
rv? and fo mad as to hope to de- 
fend myfelf, by bringing againit the fame 
perfons. a ferious and deliberate accuia- 
tion? However formidable this cithculty 
may appear, Tam not without hopes, that 
{uch of them as have any meaiure of im- 
partiality and candour, after weighing 
what is now to be otfered, may be more 
inclined to forpive the attack already 
made; and, by breaking their attach- 
nent tothe moftcorrupt members, recover 
the merit and dignity of the general body. 
With this view let me make a prelimie 
narv remark. Many, from the begin- 
ning, either really did, or at leatt affect. 
ed to fuppofe, that all who joined in the 
meafures carried on by the majority in 
in our general aflemblies, were reprefent- 
edin the Charadteri/lics, as infected with 
every bad principle or practice fatirized 
throveh the whole. Nothing was far- 
ther from the writei’s mind. An anfwer 
tothat objection, fuch as the nature of 
the performance would admit, was in- 
jerted in the preface to the fecond edition 
of the book itfelf; and I fhall now deli- 
ver my judgment upon the point, without 
the leait ambiguity. ‘The political mea- 
fures which have been carrying on for 
thefe thirty vears paftin the church of 
Scotland, appear to me to be ruinous to 
the interefts of religion. At the fume 
time Tam fenfible, that there are many 
worthy and good men who join in moft of 
hofe mealures; and one great end of the 
Craracerifiics was, to open the eves of 
luch perfons, both os their employment 

and company. 
Atrain of cireumftances, not always in 
olr own power, fometimes leads good men 
themlelves to jupport the moft corrupt part 
of a church in their public meafures. 
The boundaries of prudence and zeal are 
hot eafily fxed. Union of opinion in poe 
litics often eftablithes a connection be- 
tween men of very oppofite principles in 
renigion and morals: and there are few 
initances of the weaknels of hu- 
Deture, than the readinefs of men to 
protection and countenance to thole 
‘anch friends to their party. 
cuinplacency do fome take 
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in this, as anexertion of Chriftian charity 
and tendernefs, that it is wonderful to 
think what they will do, and much more 
wonderful that they are not afliamed of it, 
but openly, and to all appearance honeft- 
ly, defend —— 

** For this reafon, before we go far- 
ther, perhaps it will not be improper to 
introduce a peveral obfervation. If we 
confder the circumttances of the churche 
Scotland, we may from a knowledge © 
human nature, and the experience of patt 
apes, fately aflirm, fhe is in a lax andde- 
generate ftate. If it were not lo, it 
would be a miracle. Nay, I willventure 
to po further, andtofay, it would be fuch 
a miracle as never happened before. We 
in this church have enjoyed uninterrupted 
outward prolperity for more than feventy 
vears; aud during all that time, have not 
only been free fromperfecution, but have 
enjoyed the favour and protection of the 
civil power. If this long courte of tempo- 
ral profperity has had no effect in bringing 
on a depravation of our manners, it muit 
needs be a miracle; becate it is contra- 
rv tothe natura] courfe of things: and 
he that willpretend te tinda period, whei 
anv fuch thing happened before, will, T 
am confident, be unfuccefsful. The pri- 
mitive church was never long without 
perfecution during the three firft centu- 
ries; yet they had a trial how thev could 
bear protperity, in the interval between 
the ninth and tenth perfecution, imme- 
diately before that dreadful one which 
they fuffered under the Fmperor Di cle- 
Andhiflory informs us, that thougt 
they had not then any civileflablifhment, 
vet the eafe and pro!perity which they en- 
joyed had a moft fatal influence upon 
their manners. So Jong as a miviiler ts 
only in the poft of preateft Canger, there 
will be lefs hazard ef worldly men endea- 
vouring to pufl, themfel:es into that fitua- 
tion : but as foon as that office bepins to 
be confideredas aquiet and fate fettlement 
for this life, hew can it be, but many, 
from no higher end than worldly interefl, 
will get unc keep poflevion ofit? There- 
fore, though I were Jivingin Japan, and 
knew nothing ele about the church of 
Scotland, but that (he had enjoyed fuch a 
courfe of outward profperity, I would as 
certainly conclude, that a corruption of 
manners was afie€iing even the cierpy, as 
I would, that iron which had been long 
out of the furnace, and had not been 
rebbed or fcoured, would be growing 
rufty.”

Had Lady M—— been immortal, it is 
probable this collection of her letters had 
never been publilhed ; for it is about for- 
ty vears fince they were written, and not 
one of them, that we recolle:t, ever be- 
fore appeared in print. Her Ladvthip 
died but a few months ago [xxiv. 507.], 
and now we have the edition which many 
of her friends withed to fee, and which 
fome of them, we underftand, had parti- 
cular realon to expe. 

For the fatisfaction of thofe who may 
wilh to know by what means, or through 
whut hands, thefe letters were conveyed 
tothe prefs, the editor hath inferted a 
preface, written by a lady, fo long ago as 
the vear 17243 and hath alfo prefixed an 
advertifement from himfelf.

adds fhe, the moit ingenious author has 
condemned it to obicurity during her Life. 
However, if thefe letters appear hereaf- 
ter, when Tam in my grave, let this at- 
tend them,” &c. From this paflace we 
May infer, that the prefent edition is 
printed from the copy delivered to this 
fair prefacer; and that Lady M had 
no intention of totally fuppreiling the pu- 
biication of her truly curious and enter- 
taning letters: although fhe might not 
care to permit their appearance while fhe 
could herielf be a witnefs of whatever re- 
ception they might meet with, from aca- 
Pricious and a malicious world, And cer- 
tainly fhe had reafon for the caution (he 
ovlerved on this occafion: for though fhe 
outlived her preat antagonift Mr Pope, 
yet the potlibly knew, that there were 
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people who woull not fail to catch ata 
few veculiar patlages in fome of her pavers, 
andt» make fuch attacks on the writer, 
as would {carce be thought of, even by 
the molt ungenerous, after her deceale. 

But waving all further conjectures on 
this head, be it fulicient to apprile our 
readers, that we are under no doubt as 
to the authenticitv of the papers here of- 
fered to their perufal. The editor tells 
us, in the adverttiement fubjoined to the 
above quoted preface, that ** during his 
refidence at Venice, he was honoured 
with the efteem and friend hip of their 
ingenious and elegant author, and that 
he prefents them to the public, for the 
two following reatons. 

Firit, Becauie it was the manife(t in- 
tention of the late Ladv M—-vy W—yv 
M e, that this telect collection of her 
Jetters fhould be communicated to tie 
public; an intention declared, not only 
to the editor, but to a tew more cholen 
friends, to whom the gave copies of theie 
incomparable letters. 

The fecond and principal reafon that 
has engaged the editor to let this collec 
tion fee the light, is, that the publica- 
tion of thele letters will be an immortal 
monument to the memory of Lady M~y 
W—y; and will fhew, as long as the 
Enplifh language endures, ‘he {prightli- 
nefs of her wit, the folidity of her judg- 
ment, the extent of her knowledge, the 
elegance of her tafte, and the excellence 
of her reel character.

I don’t know whar 
your Ladyihip may think of this matter 
but it is a confiderable comfort to me, to 
know there is upon earth fuch a paradife 
for old women; and I am content to be 
infignificant at prefent, in the defion of 
returning when [ am fit to appear no 
whereelfe. Icannot help lamenting, on 
this occafion, the pityful cafe of too many 
Englith ladies, long fince retired to prude. 
ry and rataha, whom, if their {tars had 
luckily conducted hither, would till thine 
in the firft rank of beauties. Befides, 
that perplexing word reputation, has quite 
another meaning here than what you give 
it at London; and getting a lover is {fo 
far from lofing, that it is properly getting 
reputation; ladies being much more re- 
{pected in regard to the rank of their o- 
vers, than that of their hufbands. 

But, what you will think verv odJ, 
the two fects that divide our whole na- 
tion of petticouts, are utterly unknown 
in this place. Here are neither coquettes 
nor prudes. No woman dares appe ir co- 
guette enough to encourage two lovers at 
atime. And I have not feen any fuch 
prudes, as to pretend fidelity to their 
huthands; who are certainly the beii-nae 
tured fet of peonle in the world, and look 
upon their wives gallants as favourably 
as men do upon their deputies, that take 
the troublefome part of their bufinets of 
their hands. They have not, however, 
the lefs to doon that account; for they 
are generally deputies in another place 
themfelves. In one word, it is the efta- 
bhithed cuftom for every lady to have two 
hufbands, one that bears the name, and 
another that performs the duties. And 
the engagements are fo well known, that 
it would be a downright affront, and pu- 
blicly refented, if you invited a woman 
of quality to dinner, withont, at the 
fame time, inviting her two attendants of 
lover and hufband, between whom the 
fitsin ftate with great gravity. The /ub- 
marriages generally laft twenty years to- 
gether; and the lady often commands the 
poor lover’s eftate, even to the utter ruin 
of his family.

out for a lover as foon as fhe is married, 
as part of her equipage, without which 
fhe could not be genteel; and the firft 
article .f the treaty is, eftablifhing the 
penfion, which remains to the Jady, in 
cafe the gallant fhould prove inconftant. 
This chargeable point of honour I look 
upon as the real foundation of fo many 
wonderful inftances of conftancy. I real- 
ly know feveral women of the firft quali- 
ty, whofe penfions are as well known as 
their annual rents, and yet no body e- 
fleems them the lefs; on the contrary, 
their difcretion would be called in que- 
fion if they fhould be fufpeéted to be 
miitrefles for nothing.

And having no intrigue 
at all, is fo far a difgrace, that I will af- 
jure you, a lady who is very much my 
friend here, told me but yefterday, how 
wuch I was obliged to her, for juttifying 
ny condué in a converfation relating 
to me, where it was publicly aflerted, 
that I could not poflibly have common 
fenfe, fince I had been in town above a 
fortnight, end had made no fleps towards 
commencing an amour. My friend pleade 
ed for me, that my ftay was uncertain, 
and fhe believed that was the caufe of 
my feeming ftupidity; and this was all 
that fhe could find to fay in my juttifica- 
hon.

engage to manage the affair entirely to 
vour fatisfaction. You may judge in what 
manner I fhould have received this com- 
pliment in my own country; but I was 
well enough acquainted with the way of 
this, to know that he really intended me 
an obligation ; and I thanked him with 
a very prave curtfev, for his zeal to ferve 
me; and only aflured him, I had no oc- 
cafion to make uie of it. ‘Thus you fee, 
my dear, that gallantry and good -breed- 
ing are as different, in ditferent climates, 
as morality and religion. Who have the 
righteft notions of both, we fhall never 
know till the dav of judgment; for which 
great day of eclaircij/ement, 1 own there 
is very little impatience in your, de. ec. 


We were particularly ftruck with the 
mention her Lady{lip hath made of a fair 
nun, in the convent of St Laurence in 
this city. ‘* I was furprifed,” fays fhe, 
‘* to find here the only beautiful young 
woman I have feen at Vienna; and not: 
only beautiful, but genteel, witty, and 
agreeable, of a great family, and who 
had been the admiration of the town. I 
could not forbear thewing my furprife at 
feeing a nun like her. She made mea 
thoufand obliging compliments, and defi- 
red me to come often. It will be an in- 
finite pleafure to me, (faid fhe, fighing), 
but I avoid, with the greateit care, fee- 
ing any of my former acquaintance ; and 
whenever they come to our convent, I 
lock myfelf in my cell. I obferved tears 
come into her eyes, which touched me 
extremely; and I began to talk to her 
in that ftrain of tender pity fhe infpi- 
red me with: but fhe would not own 
to me that fhe is not perfectly happy. I 
have fince endeavoured to learn the real 
caufe of her retirement, without being 
able to pet any other account, but that 
every body was furprifed at it, and no bo- 
dy guefied the reafon. I have been teve- 
ral times to fee her; but it gives me too 
much melancholy to fee fo agreeable a 
young creature buried alive. I am not 
furprifed that nuns have fo often in{pired 
violent paflions; the pity one naturally 
feels for them, when they feem worthy of 


another deftiny, making an eafy way for

The 2c of June he fet out from 
Potzdam to vifit his Weftphalian doni- 
nions, accompanied by the Prince of 
Pruiia. On his wav, he made a vifit to 
the Serene femily of Brunfwick at Salde- 
ren; from whence Pr. Ferdinand accom- 
panied him the reftofthe journey. Thofe 
two heroes viewed the fields near Minden 
and Fellinechaulen, where the Allied ar- 
my, under Pr. Ferdinand, fo glorioufly 
beat the French in 1759 and 1761. His 
Majefty arrived on the 6th at Welel, 
where he received a vitit from the heredi- 
tary Prince of Brunfwick, who came from 
Aix-la-Chapelie to pay his compliments to 
him, and was moft atie¢tionately enter- 
tained. The King afterwards vilited 
Creveit, Cleves, and Gueldres. He had 
previoufly written to the learned and in- 
genious M. @Alembert [xxiv. 697.], to 
come and fee him. ‘That gentleman ace 
cordingly fet out from Paris the 6th for 
that purpofe ; and we are told, that it is 
expected he will be along with his Maje- 
itv jor fome time. The King, on his wav 
back to Berling arrived on the 17th at 
Hanover, under a difcharge of the can- 
non from the ramparts, and was inftantly 
vaited upon by the two Princes of Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz ; but flaid enly one quar- 
ter of an hour, and then proceeded to 
Bruntwick.

Sir James Dougias, who commands the 
fguad: on, farnithed him with 100 feamen, 
with thew officers; and Mr Clark raifed 
soexpert volunteers at his own expence ; 
{jo that the armament may amount to 
roo men, Geftined to oppofe the rebels, 
if they turn towards the colony of Eme- 
rary. Part of this corps are to be {ta- 
tioned at the plantation of Mr Clark 
junior, where it is intended to raile a 
battery. Niels Andries did not arrive 
at the river Emerary before the 17th of 
March, and it was but the 28th when 
Mr Clark’s armament failed from hence ; 
fo that it is hoped they may be in time.” 

Amflerdam, May 22. A veflel ar- 
rived in the Texel from St Euttatia, 
brings advice of a general in‘urrection of 
the Negroes in the colony of Barbutius. 
It is faid, that they have murdered the 
greateft part of the Whites, and that 
the reit fled to fave their lives. Barbu- 
tus is not an old fettlement, it confifting 
only of fourtcore or an hundred planta- 
tions; but it was beginning to improve 
much ; and as it was expeéted to be foon 
ma flovrifhing ftate, we fufpeé that this 
revolution is encouraged underhand by a 
certain nation.”

ENGLAND, 


On Saturday, June a being the Kinoe’s 
birthday, who then entered the 26th 
year of his age, there was a numerous and 
brilliant appearance of the nobilitv, fo- 
reign minifters, and other perions of dif 
tinction at St James’s, to coinphinent 
bis Majefty on the oceafion. Ji is faid 
that almoit the whole minority were at 
court; particularly, the Dukes of De- 
vonfhire, Grafton, Bolton, and Portland; 
the Marquis of Rockingham ;* the Farls 
of Afhburnham, Lincoln, Hardwicke, 
and Albemarle ; the Vifcount Spen- 
cer; the Lords Felev and Sondes; Lord 
Frederick Cavendifh, Mr Legge, Sir 
George Saville, Mr James Grenville, Ge. 
dxc.; and that Mr Pitt would have been 
there, but was indilpoied with the gout. 
At noon the guns in the park and ut the 
tower were fired, and in the evening 
there was a ball at court. The bon- 
fires, illuminations, and other prblic de- 
monitrations of joy, throughout London 
and Weltminiter, and their environs, 
were very extraordinary. The manfion- 
houte was illuminated with 960°lainps ; 
the monument, the opera-houle, and o- 
ther public edifices, were all elegantly il- 
juminated, as were allio many private 
houfes. The fire-works on Tower hill 
were particularly grand : but the croud 
prefling upon one another, the rails in 
Poftern row gave way, ang a number of 
people fell to the bottom of the pavement, 
near the Poftern-{pring; by which feveral 
perions loft. their lives, and many more 
were dreadfully bruifed. 

In the birthday worning their Maje- 
flies went from the Queen’s palace to St 
James’s; where.the Queen propoied they 
{fhould ftay till Monday; with which the 
King complied. Soon after their de- 
parture from the Queen’s palace, a great 
number of pertons, who were in readi- 
ne{s for the purpole, began working, and 
continued all that dav, and Sundav and 
Monday, by which time they bad com- 
pletely finifhed the moit tuperb pieces of 
tran {parent icenery that ever were exhi- 
bited in England, Their Majesties arri- 
ved about ten o’clock at night; when, on 
fuddenly throwing back tue window-fliut- 
iers of the Queen’s palace, his Majefty 
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was agreeably forprifed with a view of 
the entertainment concerted bv the Queen 
in honour of his Majelty’s birthday, which 
ras as follows. A magnificent temple and 

a bridge, tinely illuminated with about 
acco plats lainps, was erected in the gar- 
den. The peimting on the front of the 
temple repreicuted the King giving peace 
to all parts of the earth; at his Majettv’s 
feet were the trophies of the numerous 
congueiis wade by Britain; and beneath 
them were a group of figures reprelenting 
Envy, Malice, Detraction, tumbling 
headlong like the fallen angels in Milton. 
Jn the front of the temple was a magni- 
ticent orcheltra, with above fifty of the 
moiteminent performers. Aljthis machine- 
rv, paintings, lights, orc. were defign- 
ed and tixed by ber Maje‘ty’s direction, in 
fo private a manner, that his Majeityv had 
not the leait intimation of this molt ele- 
gant mark of atlection of fo amiable a 
princeis. An ode, fuitable to the happv 
occafion, was wrote, and fet to mufic, by 
Dr Bovce, who condused the orchettra. 
—— On this tubject his Majeity is report- 
ed to have expreiied himlelf thus. “ I 
can't fay but Ll was greatly delighted at 
fo very obliging a mark of tendernefs 
and eticem; but J have long fince learned 
notto be furpriled, at the mo{t extra 
orcinary initances of politenets and re- 
gard in that ever amiable princets; her 
whole life being a contitiued ttudv to com- 
pentate for thoie difagreeable circumitan- 
ces, that will frequentiv occur, from pu- 
blic diflenfions, to people in my {tation ; 
but which IT will take upon me to fay, 
have never trom any thought or action of 
mine been either countenanced or merit- 
ed.”

By the fet, each in- 
corporation of crafts gives in a leet of fix 
to the council; of whom the council 
frike out three, and return the other 
three; and one of thefe is chofen deacon 
by the incorporation. Thus the council 
can put a nezative on three men in every 
incorporation, fo as for ever to prevent 
their being elected deacon, though they 
fhould have the unanimous fudrage, not 

niv of their own mcorporation, but alto 
of every tradefman in the council. For 
affeQuating this defign, the incorpora- 
tions, and likewile the merchant-compa- 
ny, and the focieties of barbers and 
candlemakers, met, each by themlelves, 
on the 25th of June, and direéted appli- 
cations to be made to the council, to pa/s 
an act, impowering every incorporation 
to chufe its own deacon annually, with- 
out previoutly giving in aleet to be thor- 
tened by the council, and to obtain an 
approbation or confirmation of this aét of 
council by the convention of royal bo- 
rouphs. To prevent the paling of 
an act, all the members of council who 
were againit it, (the Lord Provoit ex- 
cepted), ublented themielves, of purpofe 
that there might not be a quorum of the 
council. On Wednetdav, June 29. the 
Lord Provoit, Bailie John Walker, three 
old bailies, one merchant-couniellor, the 
convener and other four council-deacons, 
and the eight: extraordinary Geacons, in 
all nineteen, met inthe council-chamber. 
Upon a motion made to proceed to bufi- 
neis, the Lord Provoft faid, there was not 
quorum, and protetted again{t proceed- 
ing. Bale Walker and his adherents 
protefled againtt his Lordthip for leaving 
the chair, and required him to call a 
covncil on the Friday following. This 
Was refufed, becaule Fridav was not an 
ercinary council-duy; and the Lord Pro- 
voit retired. Bailie Walker was then 
choien prefes: and an act of council was 
unsnimoufly pafled, impowering the incor- 
Porations to chule their deacons, without 
giving in leets to be fhortened by the 
council; this regulation however not to 
take place till the act fhould be eftablifh- 
ed and approved of by the royal bo- 
roughs; whofe approbation the Lord Proe

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They then adjourned till Friday at noon 5 
and ordered all the members to be fum- 
moned to attend. ‘To flop further pro- 
cedure, a bill of fulpenfion, in name of

His 
Lordihip was pleafed to exprefs great dit- 
like at the intended meafure, and from 
thet time forward appears to have been 
employed in endeavouring to difappoint 
iuccets.

UR readers will remember, that 

a f{cheme was formed, feveral 

years ago, for improving and 

enlarging this city [xiv. 376. ]. 
The building of an exchange, which was 
the firft thing propofed to be done, has 
already been executed; though there is 
little appearar€e, that the {quare court 
formed by this building will ever be ufed 
ior the purpofe intended; for people of 
bufineis till meet, as formerly, on that 
partof the high ftreet where the crois 
lately flood (xviii, 242.]. In fur- 
ther profecution of this fcheme, it was 
ropoted, in 1759, to procure an act of

For my part, I pour out my heart with 
the utmoit gratitude to Providence, for gi 
ving me a being in this illuftrious period;

In or- 
der to procure theie comforts, there is a 
general tendency in our peeple of rank 
and fortune, to pafs the winter-months 
at lealt in the capital: and yet the in- 
conveniency of the Edinburgh houtes to 
the'e who are accuftomed to tree air and 
conmodious apartments the country, 
isa great obitruction to this tendency. 
At the fame time, though Edinburgh 
ought to be the place for finishing the e- 
cucation of both fexes, vet people are ge- 
nerally averfe to educate their children 
there, becaute the fudden change from 
the hot ttegnating air of the houtes, to 
the cold piercing air of the ftreets, is no- 
xious to «ll, and peculiarly fo to children 
bred in the country; and it is certain, 
Ut people without number would repair 
to Fuinburph for fuperintending the edu- 
cation of their children, could thev be 
provided with wholfefome habitations. 

ln the next place, it will not be thought

If this obfervation hold good, the en- 
lercement ef the atv of Fdnburyh, ace 
cording to the plan pretently in agitation, 
by jomime to ita large horizontal plam 
tothe north, extremely proper for build 
ing upon, and having a fine pro!pedt all 
around, is a more mportant odject, than 
may be thoueht in an overly view. If 
this plan tend to improve the ta‘te and 
manners of the inhabitants, it cannet fail 
to have the fame etiect upon the nation 
in general. 

I confine myfelf to one confideration 
more. The preient inhabitants ef E- 
dinburgh are generally people of bufi- 
nefs, who have jittle leliure tor any 
provements, but what are connected 
with their proper occupation. A city of 
this kind is not qualined to be acamtai. To 
make itacentre of artsand of politenets, 
a farge proportion of its inhabitants ought 
to be men of rank and Secure, whe have 
leilure and money to cultivate the tine 
arts, and every fort of eimbehithment. 
Such a mixture in a town-lociety never 
fails to produce good etrects: taille and 
politenets are communicates by the men of 
to the men of butmets, and to- 
of juagment by the litter to the 
former, while their ditterent talents are 
united im waking dilcoveries, and im 
promoting whatever is pudhely uteful 
or beneficial. Such a mirvture in the 
town of Edinburgh, nant be produce 
tive of peculiar good cilecls. In every 
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rich country, tafle is obfcured by luxury : 
for the man who has every thing at com- 
mand by the force of money, is more dil- 
poled to gratify bis own whim, than to 
fiiymit to the flavery of critical rules, that 
will not bend to opulence. The poverty 
of Scotland admits not of an indulgence 
of this kind. Men of this country, who 
are Not ditpofed to gratify their tatte for 
embelliihments, muit be careful about 
laying out the finall fums they have to 
ipare, fo as to make the beft figure; and 
as beauties of every fort are leis connect- 
ed with expence, than with regularity, 
order, and proportion, experience will 
joon teach them, in all their operations 
to trutt more to a cerreét tafte, than to 
money. Moved by thele confiderations, 
we may entertain rational hopes, that 
in procefs of time the fine arts will be 
cultivated to fome degree of perfection in 
this country, io as not only to {weeten 
and embellifh our own manners, but e- 
ven to attract ttrangers in plenty; fome 
led by curiofity fimply, and fome by the 
more laudable motive of improving their 
tate. 

Here are very cogent motives for en- 
larging the city of Edinburgh, and for 
improving it by the addition of commo- 
cious houles, in a healthful and pleatant 
fituation, All that feems neceilary at 
prefent toward accomplithing that im- 
portant defign, is to add to the town a 
line extenfive field to the north, by an 
ealy pafiage from the high ftreet over the 
lower end of the North Loch; and as the 
expence of this paflage, upon u {trict cal- 
culation, is not found to exceed 5ccol. 
there can be no room for doubting, when 
we confider the great benefit to the na- 
tion in general, befides the peculiar ad. 
vantage to the town in particular, but 
that there will be found men of public 
fpirit, willing to advance by fubfcription, 
couble or triple that tum, were it necef- 
jarv 3 elpecially confidering that they are 
to have a fecurity bevond all exception 
jor repayment, both of their capital and 
tereit. How happy is it for Scotimen, 
who have always been tamed for the love 
of their country, to have tuch an oppor- 
tunity of exerting their public {pirit, 
without the Jeait detriment to their pri- 
vate intereit!

FYer fince the change of the miniftry 
upon Mr Pitt's refienation, and Lord 
Bute’s affuming the reinsof government, 
T have attentively confidered the merits 
of the political controverly, which then 
commenced, and hath ever fince conti- 
nued. 

I have never in the leaft confidered it 
with repard to Lord Bute’s plan, either of 
public or privete conduét: my retle&ions 
have been entirely occupied upon a more 
interetting obje&, namely, his Majefty’s 
fcheme of policy in the meaiures he fo re- 
jolutely purfued till Lord Bute’s retire- 
ment from employ. 

The acmirable conftitution of England 
is framed upon the correfpondence and 
co cpecation of three eftates, fo equally 
poiled, that not any one of them can 
have the power, or even anv manner of 
political intereft, m deftroving the bae 
fance of either, or of both the others. 

However, as the mott infallible of hue 
man laws mutt be adminiitered by fallible 
agents, our lepiflature has, for a confi- 
cerable time paft, been corrupted by a 
fourth eftute, which has impefed itfelf 
upon the other three, tivied the minijiry: 
and which, lke that of the polpel, has 
too much infringed the orthodoxy of our 
confiitution, and greatly endangered the 
ilate. 

For as the Popes of Rome, by affinning 
to themfelves the powers of Linding and 
releafing, have long fince tuperteced their 
God; fo the minifiers of England, by 
paling all roval favours through their 
own conduit, have, for fome reigns patt, 
reduced ovr monarchs to the confidera- 
tien of a mere Doge of Venice, a fimple 
pegeant of fate, with repal rank indeed, 
but reftrained fromall kinpiy powers.

That no fuch profgcution was even come 
petent in France; for that in this cafe 
France was not the forum delidi: That, 
at any rate, fuppofing the action compe- 
tent, and prohibited by no ftatute, the 
examination of witnefles, by means of 
fuch an action, was a prejudicating of 
evidence: That the oaths of the witnef- 
fes could not be cancelled before their fe- 
cond examination; and that therefore 
they were not at liberty to depone with- 
out the hazard of a profecution for perju- 
ty: That the method of proceeding by 
the laws of France, were calculated to 
cad the witnefles in their examination ; 
for that they are examined in the abe 
fence of the party, and the plainte, con- 
taming the faéts charged, is read to 


them, and then they are defired to tell

We cannot aford room to infert even 
an abitract of the arzu nents inated on 
by the defender’s coualel in illu'teation of 
the preceding objection, or by the countel 
for the purtuers in aniwer to then. The 
informations were taken into contides 
ration, and reafoned upon at verv preat 
length by the pudzes, on the 21ft and 22d 
of July; and the interlocutor was fizned 
on the 27th. We give the interlocu.

Tournelle, are allowed to be again exa- 
mined. By this petition we find that a 
monitor has been publifhed, as was 
done in the cafe of Martin Guerre {78.]. 
We extract the account given of it. 

“ Mr Andrew Stuart has thought pro- 
per to give in a new plaizte, upon the 
pretended difeoverv of a child’s being car- 
ried off by Sir John Stewart in’ 1749. 
[ 315. Cond. art. 44. oe. |. In conte- 
quence of this new pPlsivie, the parliu- 
ment of Paris, at the requett of the ad- 
vocate-general, has iiued an arret, by 
which the Archbifhop of Paris is © bliged 
to publifh a monitory, to be read in all 
the parith-churehes, injoining every 
fon, under the feverett ipiritual penaities 
to declare to their parifh-cure whatever 
they may know concerning the carrying 
away of children. In confequence of this 
atret, every cure is intitled to tuke a 
precognition from fuch perfons as bring 
him any intelligence, and which he muit 
feal up, and deliver to the court from 
whence the arret proceeded : the conle- 
quence of which, your Lordthips fee, is, 
that every cure in his particular parifh, 
is made an inquifitor for the purtuers, 
and is at liberty to practife, private, 
vpon every witnefs, as much as he plea 
fesy and to take an oath from him; which 
he fends under feal to the parliament of 
Paris. 

As this method of inquifition, by the 
aid of the clerev, and the religion of the 
country, appeared to 
When it was firft mentioned from the 
bar, to be very extraordinary, the peti- 
tioner is very glad, that he is now able 

to produce a proof of the fact, that will 
not Le difputed; namely, a printed copy 
Oi the moniioire itfelf, which, by order 
of the official of the Archbithop of Paris,

formed of all the particulars of it. Thi 
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monitoire is to be publithed at the 
requeit of the procureur-general ; the 
reafon of which, acéording to the peti- 
tioner’s mntormation, is, that Sir Hew 
Jalrymple, aud Mr Andrew Stuart, be- 
me heretics, the official would not have 
done it at their requeit; and although it 
Is not, nor could not, as it feems, be at 
their requeft, vet vour will not 
doubt, but that it wes procured by the:

Mention is made of the petition for 
{fr Douglas, dated March 8. and the ane 
fwers, dated June [307 the 
Lord:, by an interlocutor July 27. duper 
feded advifing ; mention is allo made of 
proofs taken at Rheims before a commt= 
fioner of the parliament of Paris; and the 
prayer of this petition of Aug. 3. isin 
thele words.

Eament of Paris.”"——We extract fome- 
thine of what is faid in thefe antwers re-

the Roman Catholic reliion was the re- 
of the flate. When a man chan- 
ced to lofe the title-deeds of his ettate, 
the bifhop of the diocefe inade intimation 
to all men, that fuch deeds were lett, and 
that there was realon to believe, that 
thev were ether wilfully abttracted, or 
wiliully with-held: he required all men 
to produce thofe deeds if in their pot- 
feion; if not in their pofieiiion, to re- 
veal what they knew concerning them;

* [Mr Porteous was one of the captains of 
the city guard of Edinburgh. The faét here al. 
luded to was fhortly this. Wilfon and Robert. 
fon, two fmugglers, were fentenced to be hang. 
for robbing a collkétor when on his round 
making his colleétion, and Jay in Edinburgh 
prion. It was then the cuftom to take perfons 
under fentence of death every Sunday to church, 
guarded by a few folders. They were taken in 
before the bell rung, when {Carce any of the cons 
gregation were convened. The Sunday before 
the day of execution, foon after thefe two crimis 
nals were taken in tothe church, Roberton 
jumped fuddenly over the feat, ran out of the 
church, and made his eape. Wilfvn was im- 
mediately cartied back to prifon, before the 
congregation convened ; and the cultom ot taking 
criminals to church bas been fice difcontinued 
in Edinburgh. 

As it was apprehended, that an attempt might 
be made to refcoe Wilfon, the mag tlisies got 
in fome companies of the King’s troops, end had 
them drawn up in the Lawn-market before the 
ciiminal was taken out, where they continued till 
after the execution, The criminal was thrown 
over wihout any diflurbance; and the magi- 
fiiates immediatcly went, as the cuftom then 
was, to an adjacent Mrect-hovle, trom the win- 
dows of which they could give the proper orders. 
When the executioner went up the ladder. to 
cut down the crimival, fome ftenes were thrown 
by the mob; which fo provoked Capt. Porteous, 
who was put greatly out of humour by the 
bringing the military into the city. that be or- 
dered bis men to fire: by which fix perfons were 
killed, and a dozen wounded. For this the 
Captain was tried, and received fentence, July 
20. 1736, to be hanged on the Sth of Septem 
ber following. A reprieve was obtained trom 
the Queen, who was then regent in the ablence 
of the King at Hanover, But about nine or 
ten o’ clock at night of the 7th, a mob aflem- 
bled, feized the city-guard, ,armed themfilves 
with the city-guard arms, fhut and {cured the 

city-gates, beat off the magiftrates when they 
came to difperfe the mob, burnt the prifon door, 
(the keeper having got off with the key), dragged 
Cept. Porteous out of prifon, hanged hm ona 
dyer’s crofS polt, and, when dead, left him hang- 
ing, and dilperfed, without doing any other the 
leaft mifUniet —— Alexander Wilfon, Efg; thea 
Loid Provolt of Edinburgh, others of the mas 
gitrates, and fcveral of the inhabitants, were 
ordered to London, and examined by committets 
of either or both houles of parliament; 2s

John Porteous, then aprifoner there un- 
der fentence of death, but gracioully re 
prieved by the Queen’s Moit Excellent 
Maicitv, as guardian of the realm, and 
having in a cruel manner dragged him 
from the faid prifon, hanged him by the 
neck, and barbaroutly murJered hint” 
Theact further recites, That ** whereas 
many of the wicked and defperate per- 
fons ating, aiding, and aihiting, in 
mitting the faid outrages, riot, and bar- 
barous murder, have abfconded and fled, 
to avoid their being brought to juftice; 
and whereas, upon difcoveries already 
made, criminal letters under the feal of 
the court of julliciary in Scotland have 
been railed and executed againtt feveral 
of the fuid perfons; and, upon farther 
difcovery, the like procefs may be ifiued 
out of the faid court again{t others, who 
have likewife withdrawn themtelves.” 
The tt.tute, after having enacted, that 
perions fo accufed of this crime, and not 
lurrendering themfelves, fhould futfer 
ceath ; and that {uch perfons furrender-

The tutors of the infant 
Duke of Haniiton and his brother Lord 
Douglas Hamilton were called upon, by 
all the ties of duty and honour, to inve- 
ftigate the long -fufpected birth of Archi- 
bald Stewart the petitioner, and to vin. 
dicate the right of their pupils to the fuc- 
ceflion of the late Duke of Douglas, of 
whofe illufirious family thefe Noble Lords 
are iprung. In executing this indiipen- 
fable part of their duty, thev have been 
attacked, and almoit overwhelmed, in 
this conutry, by a tumultuous tide of cla- 
and objoqguy, which has been exci- 
ted to tuch a height, that one would be 
tempted to believe, that the feelings of 
mankind were in this inftance perverted ; 
aiid that it excited in them a fenfble and 
cutting regret, that a complicated frene 
of traud was happily detected, and that 
the true heirs of the firit family im Scot- 
land were foon, by your Lordthips ju- 
itice, to enjoy the inheritance of their 
anceftors, in place of its being carried of 
by a fuppotititious child. 

There are few, even of thoie whore pal- 
fions and prejudices have carried thein to 
fuch violent extremes, who would uot 
judge with candour of this cafe, if it bad 
happened in adiftant country; who would 
not epplaud the conduat of the refponds 
ents tutors, if they had read an account 
of it in the hittory of a foreign mation; 
and who would not feel the highett atis- 
fuction that a fraud of this nature had 
been detected and brought to fhame, and 
that the true heirs of a Noble family bad 
been able to recover their right. 

But fo unaccountable is popular prejur 
dice, and to many arts have been uled to 
excite and fupport it, that till or late the 
iniuds of men feemed to be aétuated bv a 
foegies of infatuation which overturned 
every tober reflection, and, like an inves 
terale jauncice, gave its own tincture te 
every tact and toevery argument. 

This frenzy has had its crifis, and rea- 
fon has for fome time pait refumed the 
goverinent; the fame arts are not now 
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able to produce the fame etfects; and 
the triumph of truth and juttice over 
falehood and fraud is fatt approaching.” 

Repl. ** The refpondents fet out with 
a pompous declamation, intended to ex- 
cite your Lordihips indignation againtt 
the impofture which they pretend to 
have detected: but the quettion is not 
concerning the heinoufneis of this impo- 
which they need no words to 
gravate, fuppofing it to betrue; but con- 
cerning the means which they have uled 
to detect it; whetherthole means do not 
rather tend to create evidence of an im- 
potture that is not, than to difcover an 
wootture that is.” 

Pet. ** Tne petitioner has only one 
thine further to add, That the declara- 
tor at his inftance, wherein he has called 
the Earl of Hyndford, and the other heirs 
of line of the late Duke of Douglas fail- 
ins of him the petitioner [76.], to hear 
and fee it found and declared, that he is 
the fon of Lady Jane Douglas, reimitted 
to this procets, may alio be conjoined. 

Mav it therefore pleafe your Lordihips, 
to grant the prayers of his principal peti- 
tion, with this addition, that, if vour 
Lord{hips are not dilpoled, ix fic fats, 
to reject altovether the evidence ot the 
witnefles examined before the Your nelle, 
or by the cures, vou would fuperiede gi- 
ving any final determination upon that 
point, till thote proceedings thall be laid 
before you: Or, at leait, to find, that 
the French witnefles cannot be examined 
upon commuiion, but be brought 
fiom France to be examined in your 
Lord'hips prefence. And, latily, to con- 
join the petitioner’s procefs again{t the 
Farl of Hyndford and others, with the 
reductions at the imtance of thefe pur- 
juers.”
